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Despite a drouth which reduced 
the range, deer ar** going to be plen­ 
tiful and m good .'hape when the 
hunting season rolls around Novem 
ber 16, early reports to the Execu­ 
tive Secretary of th*1 Texas Game, 
F ish and Oy.-ter Commission indicate. 
Deer are increasing annually in the 
Lone Star State. 
In fact, their num ­ 
b e r are so large in some section' 
that there would have been a short 
age of food for them even had there 
been no drouth. This condition has 
existed over a period of several years 
and Game D epartm ent biologists, a f ­ 
ter 
considerable 
research, 
have 
reached th*- conclusion that the de­ 
ficiency of food has brought about 
>maller deer. 
Many persons had ex­ 
pressed the belief 
that 
inbreeding 
was the cause. 
Deer are afflicted 
with several diseases and are victims 
of 
ticks, 
but 
investigations 
being 
carried on by the Game D epartm ent 
biologists indicate that m alnutrition 
is the cause of most of the deaths t<* 
Texas deer, although it was believed 
by many that ticks were the direct 
eau<e of fatalities. 
All in all, and in 
spite of the drouth, deer appear to 
be in excellent health this fall and 
are spreading into several counties in 
the St ite which had not raised them 
for many, many years.
